Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed regarding the rejection of claims 1 and 6-1 1 (see 
page 8, line 24 - page 9, line 4 of applicant's response) have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Amended claim 1 now recites printing a reference pattern on 
page (previously recited in now-canceled claim 2). Applicant states that while the act of 
"turning on projectors" may be a physical act, it is not a process by which a physical 
mark will be left on the document page. However, as mentioned on page 6, lines 1-11, 
of the Final Rejection dated January 1 1 , 2005, when the light stripe projection system 
disclosed in the prior art (Saund et al.) is turned on, the light stripes projected across a 
bound document are acquired by the image acquisition system. This is functionally 
equivalent to printing the light stripes onto the document, since the image acquisition 
system obtains the light stripes as they appear on the document. So long as the 
amount of curvature is detected by the image acquisition system, it makes no difference 
whether or not the light stripes are physically printed onto the document, since the 
image acquisition system senses the light stripes as lines on the document.
